Semlin, Hungary, Dec. 29.—It is not 
two months since shell*; wrerfc falling 
in this old Hungarian city, but the 
civilian population has already set­ 
tled hack into the humdrum routine 
of normal city life. Some soldiers are 
still in the city, and an occasional 
column 
of 
prisoners 
is 
marched 
through the streets; but apart from 
this there are only some destroyed 
houses in the southeastern section of 
the town and a iew houses scarred 
by shrapnel bullets to remind the in­ 
habitants of the stirring scenes of 
Ute early October days. 
Perhaps never in the world’s his­ 
tory has so splendid a spectacle been 
staged free of 
charge 
for 
civilian 
spectators as was the -aking of Bel­ 
grade. 
From their housetops the in­ 
habitants of Semlin could see every 
move in the desperate undertaking. 
The broad river lay in front of them, 
and on the other side, perched some 
two hundred feet above the stream, 
rose the Kalcmegdan, the old Bel­ 
grade fortress, with its white tower 
and its walls dating from the days 
when the Turks were s t ill masters of 
the city. 
To their left and behind them were 
the Austro-Hungarian artillery posi­ 
tions, and off to the right the German 
guns were hurling their projectiles 
against the 
Serbian 
capital. 
The 
Austro-Hungarian regiments crossed 
the river in plain view for the naked 
eye, and a halfway good glass enabled 
one to watch the Germans fart h e r'to­ 
ward tho west, making their bloody 
struggle to cross 
over 
the 
Gpysy 
Island. 
The inhabitant * 
could 
see 
thin battalions of Hungarians, lying 
with their feet still in the river on the 
Belgrade side of the stream, held in 
check by a murderous rifle and ma­ 
chine gun fire from the old walls of 
the Kalemegdan. 
They could see damaged pontoons 
full 
of 
dead 
men, floating down 
stream with the swift current. 
The 
heights 
southward 
from 
Belgrade 
were ploughed by heavy projectiles 
searching for the 
Serbian 
artillery 
positions. 
Serbian guns were drop­ 
ping their shells into Semlin and to 
the rear of the city, trying vainly to 
find the guns that 
were 
gradually 
battering down the defenses of the 
Serbian capital. 
The Austrian “thir- 
ty-point-lives,” the twelve-inch mor­ 
tars, were tbrowning 
entire 
houses 
into the air and making great craters 
within the walls of the Kalemegdan. 
Finally, last scene in the first act 
of the tragedy, the inhabitants could 
see the German, Austrian and Hunga­ 
rian flags thrust out through the aper­ 
tures in the top of the still unde­ 
stroyed Waite tower . This was early 
in the morning of October 9, when 
the united troops reached the tower 
and a German soldier carved his name 
into a beam in the tower, with the 
date and hour, and added the title 
of

Lutheran hymn, “Nun 
danket aile Gott!” (Now Praise Ye 
All Our God!)

Chicago, Dec. 29.—The importance 
of gaining the co-operation of law en­ 
forcing agencies in 
furthering 
the 
work of evangelists was emphasized 
at today’s session of the School of 
Civic Evangelism at Moody Institute 
by speakers who discussed the day’s 
theme, “Preparing for a Revival.” 
“The law is the schoolmaster which 
leads to Christ and to his gospel,” 
said Canon William Sheafe Chase, of 
Brooklyn, president of the New York 
Civic League, in opening a discussion 
of “Law Clearing the Way for Gos­ 
pel.” 
“It is wrong to think of law not as 
a teacher but as merely force,” he 
continued. 
“The tremendous power 
of the law and civil government for 
good is made clear when we consider 
how the forces of evil are unable to 
make progress without securing con­ 
trol of the government. 
Prostitution, 
gambling, Sunday liquor saloons could 
not exist in any large degree if they 
did not bribe or 
otherwise 
corrupt 
civil government. 
“lf the law breaking forces in order 
to extend the kingdom of the devil 
find it necessary to corrupt civil gov­ 
ernment, the forces of Christ ought to 
realize that in order to extend the 
I 
kingdom of God it is necessary* to 
purify political life, laws and law en­ 
forcement. 
“The sufferings in the 
great 
war 
are due to the absence of effort to 
square the government of the nations 
with the law* of Christ, and to the 
fact that the militaristic and navalis- 
tic spirit has been more active in get­ 
ting control of civil government than 
has 
the 
spirit of Christian brother­ 
hood. 
“As it is necessary to feed a hun­ 
gry man before asking him to surren­ 
der his life to Christ, so it is neces­ 
sary to break the neck of commercial­ 
ized vice before expecting to convert 
the boys and girls to the holy ideals 
of personal purity taught by Christ. 
One of the effective ways of elimin­ 
ating commercialized vice is for the 
law to put in prison those who make 
money by exploiting the weaknesses 
of young people.” 
In advising the evangelists 
as 
to 
“Social Surveys of Cities as Diagno­ 
sis Before Revival Treatment,” Arthur 
Burrage Farwell, of the Chicago Law 
and Order League, told them to “in­ 
vestigate, educate, agitate.”

DISEASES OF TURKEY 


All Domestic Poultry Are Sus­ 
ceptible to Blackhead. 


Ailment W hich H as All But Annihi­ 
lated Turkey-Raising Industry In 
New England, H as Spread to 
Every State in Union. 


It was formerly believed that black­ 
head occurred only in the turkey. Con­ 
tinued observation soon made it clear, 
however, that fowls also might have’ 
the disease, and it is now a well es­ 
tablished fact that not only fowl, but 
practically all domestic poultry are 
susceptible; and. although they are 
much more resistant than turkeys, 
they frequently die of blackhead. The 
Lame organism has been found in 
guinea fowl, ducks, pheasants, quail, 
grouse. - !

occurrence of the disease in a mild 
form lies in the fact that where there 
are domestic poultry the grounds are 
necessarily 
contaminated 
with 
the 
causative organism, and thus rendered 
unsuitable for raising turkeys. 
For 
this reason it is never safe to allow 
turkeys and other poultry to use the 
same yards. The occurrenpe of the dis­ 
ease in wild birds such as tho quail, 
grouse and in several varieties of spar­ 
rows, adds to the varied possibilities 
for infection. 
As a general things, the poultryman 
will do better to study methods of 
prevention than to waste his money 
on so-called “remedies” and “cures” 
for blackhead. 
Treatment should be, 
in the main, limited to such birds as 
are of special value, and the poultry­ 
man should devote his attention to se­ 
curing conditions which are calculated 
to prevent the disease in his flocks as 
a whole. 
Regarding such preventive measures 
the following, though simple, may be 
recommended: 
(I) Protect the yards 
and flocks which may have the good 
fortune to he uninfected with black­ 
head by a careful examination of all 
new stock, whether turkeys, fowls, 
geese or other domestic birds. 
(2) 
Keep the turkeys on grounds which 
are as fresh as can be obtained. 
Change ihe range at least every year 
or two, and, above all, keep them 
isolat' d from fowi and other poultry. 
(3) Keep over', turkey in the flock

under frequent observation in order 
to separate, and at once isolate, any 
bird which gives evidence of the dia­ 
base. 
To facilitate such observations 
it is of tho greatest help to legband 
every bird, and to record its weight 
from time to time. 
This procedure 
may be looked upon by the average 
poultryman as difficult and imprac­ 
ticable. 
(4) If it is known that black­ 
head is present in any of the poultry, 
the yards should be kept as free as 
possible from English sparrows, and 


the poultry houses and grain bins from 
rats and mice, since it has been shown 
that these rodents carry the parasite. 
(5) If it is desired to fatten birds for 
market, begin to increase the rations 
gradually. 
Never attempt to fatten 
birds which, in successive weighings, 
show’ a loss of weight. 
Overfeeding 
does net cause blackhead, but it does 
frequently cause the sudden death of 
birds in which blackhead is present. 
(6) When birds have died of black­ 
head their bodies should be promptly 
burned or buried in order to prevent 
the dissemination 
of the coccidia, 
either through the ravages of rats or 
skunks or by leaving the dead birds to 
decay about the premises. 
Regarding therapeutic measures, the 
following may ha”e some advantages 
if given early in acute cases of black­ 
head: 
(I) Isolate the sick bird from 
tho flock and place it in a dry, well 
ventilated location, free from colds and 
drafts. 
(2» Feed sparingly on soft, 
light, easily assimilable food, with lit­ 
tle grain, especially corn.

The cost of good roads depends up­ 
on so many things that it rarely can 
be estimated with accuracy in ad­ 
vance of a minute examination of the 
localities the roads are to traverse.

There may be heavy grading to do, or, 
if the course of the projiosed road is 
“level as a barn floor,” it may be nec­ 
essary to spend considerable money 
in transporting from a distance tho 
material needed for surfacing.

times, with absolute honesty on the 
part of contractors, and strictest econ­ 
omy, the cost of constructing a given 
piece of roadway provokes astonished 
comment because it is so great, says 
Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin.

W h e n Fed C ontinuously There Is L ik e ­ 
lihood T h a t Severe Intestinal 
T roubles M a y Result. 


Manv state experiment stations are 
warning the farmers to beware of 
feeding their stock, especially the 
horses, musty oats during tho coming 
winter. 
When fed continuously there 
is great likelihood that severe intes­ 
tinal trouble and probably blind stag­ 
gers may result. 
Blind staggers is a disease caused 
by mold which thrives on dented corn, 
clamp barley, oats and spoiled feeds of 
all kind. When it is necessary to feed 
grain in this condition a little common 
salt should be given with the grain at 
all feedings. 
Wherever the animals show’ any ten­ 
dency towards constipation, adminis­ 
ter one-half ounce of fluid extract of 
aloes or one-half pound of Epsom salts 
as a drench. Clean hay and fresh wa­ 
ter and salt are excellent in easing 
the effects from such grain.

The* tendency to feed heifers still 
prevails with many cattle feeders. Ex­ 
travagantly high prices, seemingly, 
are being paid for light heifers to go 
into the pastures and stalk fields to be 
roughed through the winter and then 
corn fed on grass next summer for the 
fat cattle market.

Fed to Best Advantage When Cooked 
or Steamed aud Mixed With Vari­ 
ous Other Feeds. 


On account of the low price of pe­ 
at oes in many sections farmers have 
men seeking information as to the 
possibility of feeding them to hogs. 
Many experiments have been eon- 
lucted in Germany and other foreign 
countries as well as a few in the 
United States to determine the value 
of potatoes as feed for swine. In Ire- 
and and Germany farmers feed large 
juantities of potatoes annually. From 
experimental data it has been con­ 
cluded that 4 to 4V> bushels of pota­ 
toes when cooked are equal to about 
one bushel of corn for putting gates 
on hogs. 
Therefore, if corn is "worth 
SO cents a bushel, potatoes when fed 
to hogs wrould be worth only 18 or 20 
cents a bushel. There may, however, 
be instances where it would be more 
advantageous for the farmer to feed 
to hogs right on his own place at least 
part of his crop rather than to haul 
hose potatoes to an airerdy over­ 
loaded market. 
According to the consensus of opin­ 
ion, potatoes are fed to the best ad­ 
vantage when cooked or steamed an I 
mixed with other feeds. Experiments 
in which raw' potatoes wTere fed alone 
have been reported. 
In certain in­ 
stances the rawf potatoes are said to 
have caused scours. However, raw po­ 
tatoes in small quantities and in p di°t 
'acking succulence may be condue!v« 
to health in pigs. 
In cooking potatoes only’ enough wa 
ter should be used to make a mealy 
mash and prevent burning. 
The re­ 
sultant meal should then be mixed 
with corn meal or other grain supple­ 
ment. 
Tankage, skim milk, or meat 
meal would probably add to the prout 
if the mixture. 
Potatoes when pre­ 
pared in the manner described and 
under the conditions mentioned can 
often be fed to pigs with advantage*.

A stable that will protect from cold 
weather and storms may be construct­ 
ed with little expense when straw is 
plentiful. 
Each cow, if to be tied, 
needs about fifty square feet of tloor 
space to allow for manger, feed alley, 
place for her to stand and room to 
get behind her for milking, cleaning, 
etc. Young stock will need about half 
as much space. 
A barn 16x90 feet or

seven or eight feet high. The construc­ 
tion of such buildings is very simple. 
Posts are usually set in the ground 
eight to twelve feet apart, and strong 
timbers put on top of these with poles 
close enough together to carry the 
straw on top of the timbers. 
Walls 
are constructed by making twTo w’alls 
two or more feet apart and packing 
with straw. These walls may be made 
of roles, boards or woven wire, as de­ 
sired. 
Hogs will require from ten to fif­ 
teen square feet of door space each 
in a straw shed. 
Fifty hogs will re­ 
quire a shed about 20x30 feet in size. 
It is better to keep the hogs in a sep­ 
arate building from the cattle. 
The 
shed for hogs need not be more than 
four or live feet high. 
It is advisable 
to make the walls tight, using woven 
wire, or something equally good, so the 
hogs will nut work cut through the 
wall.
